mong the Canadian books that have come to be recognized as stand- 

ard works a high place is taken by the series known as “The 
Makers of Canada.” They were first published by George N, Morang, 
of Toronto, in 1904, and comprised twenty volumes covering Canadian 
history from Champlain to Macdonald and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.

Perhaps the most important improvement in the series is the addi- 
tion of a volume on the lives and work of Lord Strathcona and Sir Wil- 
liam Van Horne. It was obviously imperative that Western Canada 
should receive more attention than was possible when the series first 
appeared, and no better way of doing it could be devised than in pre- 
senting a faithful account of the life work of the two men who, more 
than anyone else, had to do with the foundation of the Canadian West.

1. Farm boys are more likely to 
stay with the farm {f they are raised 
on Jarge farms than on small farins. 
Not only do more boys stay at home 
(on the larger farms but of those who 
leave such home places more continue 
fo engage in farming. 

2. The reasons are simple after’ 
all. The larger farm offers a living 
compensation to more persons. And 
quite as important, it las scope 
| enough to hold the boy equipped 
| with imagination and aspiration for 
J accomplishment, i 

3. It pays better to keep at farm- 
jing than it does to jump from farming 
jinto something else and back again. 
4. Farmers who have always en 
; Saged in farming have larger holdings 


;and are worl more money than those 


; Who have engaged In some other oc 
| cupation for a while and then re 
| sumed farming. 

These are facts gleaned after dis 
eussing matters with a large number 
lor farmers, their wives and children, 
; and noting and classifying the records 
:of the movement of families. These 
conclusions are, of course, quite atl 
Variance with preconceived notions in 
our West. We are always telling ow 
farmers that the smaller place is the 
thing. Personally, | have never been 
able to see how a farmer could make 
a living in our Western country and 
bring up a family on less than half a 
section of good land, On fruit farm 
In the Kast, or the irrigable farm in 
the West the area could, of course, be 
considerably reduced. I sometimes 
| thinks that the tendeney of the future 
| may be towards lJarger rather than 
towards smaller holdings. 

| At any rate. the farm survey idea is 
& valuable method of ascertaining tle 
reasons for agriculiural success 012 
failure and is, therefore, a distinct

Worth Studying 


Canadian Writers Producing Fine 
Werk Which People Should 
Appreciate 

Canada is the only civilized coun- 
try in the world whieh does not make 
the systematic study of its national 
literature compulsory in the schools, 
| Dr, Lorne Pierde, of Toronto, told tho 
| Women’s Canadian Club ot Regina 
| recently. Ifis remarks came fn the 
| course of an Interesting address on 
| "Canadixn Literature and the Nation- 
al Ideals,” given at the Kitchener 
/hotel. There was a general opinion 
that Canadian literature did nor 
jimount to anything, many of the 
voices expressing ft coming from the 
Universities, which wero obsessea 
‘with old world ideas he said. Yet 
while some Canadian literature was 
/ second rate, some abnormally poor, 
‘there wis a small body of very fine 
work of which any country could be 
proud.

Alberta, 
straight wheat farming country, 


has changed radically in this respect 
in the last fifteen years, The wheat 
yield of 1926 represented only 45 per 
cent. of the value of the agricultural 
products, which totaled $264,000,000 
for the Year, the greatest in the his- 
tory of the province. 

The flow of settlers into western 
Canada for 1927 commenced in 
earnest recently when two special 
Canadian Pacific trains brought 
more than 400 persons into Winni- 
peg. About 200 of the new arrivals 
were destined for Manitoba; 100 to 
Saskatchewan, while Alberta and 
British Columbia absorbed the rest 
about equally. 


The value of building and con- 
struction contracts awarded in Can- 
ada in 1926 was $372,947,000, com- 
pared with $297,973,000 in 1925, an 
increase of 25 per cent. Last year’s 
total was the highest for several 
years, Development in the mining, 
power and paper industries in Can- 
ada was an important factor con- 
tributing to the activity in building 
during the past year, 


When the Canadian Pacific steam- 
ship Montroyal docked recently at 
New York, after completing her first 
cruise to the West Indies of the 
year, she resembled a floating men- 
agerie, for there were assembled on 
board over 200 love birds, parrots 
and monkeys. These pets were 
bought by passengers on the cruise, 
During the month’s cruise the vessel 
touched at fourteen ocean ports and 
visited thirteen countries.
